Like many other of our commonly 
observed festivals and holidays, Hal¬ 
loween is of religious origin. It dates 
back to the seventh century to the 
eon vers ion of the Parthenon mi Rome 
into a Christian place of worship, anil 
its dedication to the Virgin and all 
the martyrs. The occasion was origin¬ 
ally celebrated on May 1, but later 
changed to November 1 and desig¬ 
nated ns "The Feasl of All Saints," as 
a general commemoration in their 
honor, r.rtd us such is retained by the 
English and American Episcopal 
Churches

churchJy about it but seems rather a 
relic of pagan times or of mediimil 
superstition. H lias bet-n regarded,

“Walspurgis Night,” is celebrated by 
the Germans on May l.

It is thought that 
the Walspurgis legend lent some of 
its superstition to the present day of

Users of the metric system are as 
loathe to use any other system as we 
are to handle odd denominations of 
foreign money—even if we only han¬ 
dle it men tally, in making calcula¬ 
tions. If you havu not thought of the 
convenience ol' the metric system as 
against the use of our present system, 
just get a tabic of the two and com¬ 
pare them, allowing for your knowl¬ 
edge. through constant practice, of 
our present, system of weights and 
measures, you will see at a glance | 
that the metric system is its far in 
advance of inches, yards, pounds, 
ounces, quarts, and gallons us dollars 
and dimes are ahead of pounds, shil¬ 
lings and six-pence. 

World Honors James Watt 

On September Id. 17, 18, engineers, 
assembled from nil parts of the world, 
celebrated the one hundredth anni* 
versary of the death of James Watt- 
The .1 days celebration was held at 
Birmingham, England, where Watt 
lived and died. To his genius are due 
thu steam engine, steam pump, steam 
railway, and steam turbine. But Watt 
himself considered his greatest 
achievement ihe invention of a decim¬ 
al measuring system whose 3 princip¬ 
al units became rueter-liter-grnm. 

The strong movement on foot in 
America at the present time for the 
exclusive use of these rational units 
in the United States is a belated tri¬ 
bute to the genius of this great man.

THRIFT AS A CGI,LEGE STUD¬ 
ENT'S PROBLEM 


The war demanded that every Am¬ 
erican save money, and students in 
educational institutions were not ex¬ 
cepted. The Liberty Bond and War 
Savings Campaign showed that even 
the eollegu student who is self-sup¬ 
porting could set aside a email mar¬ 
gin for saving and investment. Af¬ 
ter-war economic conditions are de¬ 
manding a continuance of war eco¬ 
nomics, mid universal saving and safe 
investment on the purl of all our peo¬ 
ple. Shall the college Htudent have 
a part in thin after-war program? At 
first thought ore would say that it 
is inexpedient for the college student 
to set guide part of his current money 
for savings, but u closer examination 
of the student’s own best interests, re¬ 
garded front the Long-time point of 
view, and of Itia fundamental rela¬ 
tion to the national economic crisis, 
through which wy are now going, 
has lead thoughtful advisers of the 
Treasury J iapartment’s Savings Di¬ 
vision to urge that the present op- . 
porttmity for regular savings and in¬ 
vestment in government securities be 
put hefnre the college students uf 
the country, ns was thu need for war 
savings. 

The Treasury Department is of¬ 
fering ihe Thrift Stump, $5 War 
Savings Stamp ami the $H)Q ami * 
$1000 Treasury Certificates, as n 
means of popular saving. It is also 
urging the continued purchase of 
Liberty Bonds now held hy hanks ns 
means of reducing the expanded cred¬ 
it which is partly responsible for con¬ 
stantly increasing prices. 

College students are urged to par¬ 
ticipate in Government Savings pri¬ 
marily because the country needs a 
rapid increase in its saving? fund and 
because the practice of regular sav¬ 
ing carries personal economic bene¬ 
fits so fundamental and lusting that 
college students us future leaders will 
wi.s-h to shore in this movement. 

Many a college student has carried 
and saved money before guing to col¬ 
lege and during his four years or 
more of academic and professional 
training has got entire]^ out of his 
habits of thrift and sn strit,** his bus¬ 
iness or professional imcoer heavily 
handicapped by the weight of un¬ 
thrifty standards takea on during 
college life. The college student who 
practices thrift gets 41 self-discipline 
that, like faith, will naive mountains. 

Thi Treasury Department proposes 
the following program:: 

That students, 4 ^ 0 matter of na 
tional service ns well as personal ad¬ 
vantage, work during the term time 
when opporturuty affords, and during 
part at least e,t vacations. 

That every college student should 
save a minimum of a dollar 11 week 
during hi.s enLire college course. 

That these savings should be fund¬ 
ed as the nucleus for the alai.t-in-Bfe 
fund for use after graduation. 

That those savings be invested safe¬ 
ly in government savings securities 

That the student on receiving an 
allowance from home set. aside, as a 
first charge on this allowance, his 
weekly savings, 

That the student who is working 
his way through college and paying 
his own expenses in whole or in part, 
should set aside regularly 11 sum for 
savings even if it be so little as £Bc. a 
week, the cost of ft U. S. Thrift 
, Stamp, 

That students plan their personal 
expenditures with a personal budget 
now recognized as a most practical
